President Nixon sent congress an 
unprecedented report today calling 
for sweeping changes in American 
life to protect mankind against its 
own assaults on the land, air and 
water. 
“ We must seek nothing less than a 
basic reform in the way our society 
looks 
at 
problems 
and 
makes 
decisions. 
Nixon 
said 
in 
his 
message forwarding the 326-page 
report by the White House Council 
on Environmental Quality. "...In 
dealing with the environment we 
must learn not how to master nature 
but how to master ourselves, our 
institutions,and our technology." 
The report did not predict doom. 
Nor did it single out scapegoats or 
propose panaceas. The solutions it 
su g g ested 
w ere 
within 
the 
framework of American capitalism, 
and the report specifically rejected 
the theory that economic growth 
must stop it the environment is to be 
saved 
But it said Americans 6 per cent 
of the world's population consuming 
40 per cent of its resources and 
energy 
must begin paying the price 
of their wants and wastes. Through 
governmental programing, policies 
and incentives, the report said, long­ 
term environmental considerations 
must 
be 
weighed 
in 
decisions 
affecting the location of a person’s 
home, his means of transport and 
even the size of his family. 
“ Paying taxes and falling back on 
government 
programs 
is 
not 
enough, 
the council said “People 
may ultimately have to forego some 
conveniences and pay higher prices 
for some goods and services." It 
said even the price of water may 
have to increase so waste can be 
discouraged

HONG KONG — (NEA) — 
Shopping b r i n g s out the 
Diana in a woman. She be­ 
comes the huntress, nostrils 
aquiver at the sign of a 
bargain. 


If she can fill enough piggy 
banks for the carfare she’ll 
find Hong Kong to be a vaca­ 
tion paradise. For it’s a rare 
woman who takes a holiday 
from shopping. 


From clothes to cameras, 
fabrics to fragrance, there 
are spectacular buys which 
almost offset the expense oi 
the trip. And the shopping 
itself is fun. You are warned 
by the natives, both Chinese 
and British, never to accept 
the offered price. Bargain­ 
ing is expected. It’s part of 
the game and you lose face 
(and money) if you don’t 
play. Prices sound stiff when 
quoted in Hong Kong dollars. 
Then you remember 
that 
they’re about six to one U.S. 
dollar and you can’t believe 
your good luck. 


Tailors can make you an 
evening gown or a suit with­ 
in 24 hours — but give them 
a little more time if you can. 
And the fabrics are hand­ 
some. A tailor will measure, 
fit and deliver without your 
ever having to leave your 
hotel room after the first 
visit to the shop. A friend 
suggested I bring along an 
empty suitcase to fill with 
new goodies. 


But the Crown Colony has 
far more to offer the woman 
tourist than just shopping 
bargains. 


Comfort comes next on the 
list. The hotels have all the 
c o n v e n i e n c e s of home, 
teamed with the most gra­ 
cious service I have ever en­ 
countered. 
Would you be­ 
lieve r o o m service in no 
more than seven 
minutes 
after the order is placed? 


Just as you don’t have to 
be Jewish to like Levy’s rye, 
you don’t have to be Chinese 
to like the food here. But if 
you don’t try the Chinese 
food, you will miss many a 
mouth-watering morsel. Still 
there are Korean, Indone­ 
sian. Indian, Russian, Ital­ 
ian, French and Portuguese 
delights to be had. And in 
the English restaurants the 
roast beef is thick and rare. 


Above all, there is beauty. 
Hong Kong is the Orient in 
miniature — a sky unbeliev­ 
ably blue, rolling hills, the 
charm of Chinese j u n k s 
whose basic design hasn’t 
changed in centuries. They 
weave in and out among the 
ferries that go from Kowloon 
on the mainland to the Island 
oi Hong Kong with an effi­ 
ciency that could well be 
emulated by U.S. transporta­ 
tion systems. 


The New Territories that 
stretch out on the way to 
the China border might give 
the militant feminists in the 
States a bad turn. Coolie 
women there do have equal 
rights. They are "garbage 
men," they dig ditches and 
m o v e heavy stones. This 
equal I don’t want to be. 
Yet they do it with a grace 
and rhythm all their own 
Here, too, farmers still use 
Chinese buffaloes to plow 
the soil, and life has been 


unchanged for hundreds of 
years. 


"You must go to the bor­ 
der," a f r i e n d said. It 
sounded a bit ominous and 
I didn’t know quite what to 
expect. It was anticlimactic. 
There were a couple of po­ 
licemen on tap. 
But t h e y 
w e r e unobstrusive. What 
took your eye was a beauti­ 
ful scenic spot incongruous­ 
ly outfitted with a souvenir 
s h o p and elderly natives 
willing to pose for pictures 
for a pittance. 


In the picturesque junk 
colony at Aberdeen, where 
families live on their boats, 
there are floating grocery 
stores and restaurants and 
you can watch the fishermen 
sell their day’s catch. While 
at Repulse Bay, the "W ai­ 
kiki ot Hong Kong," you can 
see how the other half lives 
in resort-type splendor. 


There’s no need to worry 
about your husband being 
bored while you’re sightsee­ 
ing and shopping in Hong 
Kong. He can be happily oc­ 
cupied just standing on the 
corner watching the girls go 
by. The pretty, well-dressed 
o f f i c e girls and smooth­ 
skinned, finely boned rich 
men’s wives in their close- 
fitting, daringly slit cheong- 
sams will keep him busy. 
And he’ll have no language 
problem conveying his ap­ 
preciation. Nearly everyone 
speaks English. 


But don’t let that keep you 
away. Remember the bar­ 
gains. You can still take both 
them anil him back home 
with you.

Tournament play

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Leading Wilt 
By 140,000

NEW YORK—(NEA)—Charles Miron may be the highest 
scorer in the history of half-court basketball. 
Charles said he passed the 170.000-point mark not long 
ago. (By comparison. Wilt Chamberlain is the all-time 
NBA leader with less than 30,000 points.) Charles said that 
not even Bob Cousy or Dick McGuire—two other half-court 
aces he has played with—could have scored as many, 
since they were corrupted by the full-court game. 
It is even more points than Lou Goldstein ever scored. 
Goldstein was once a marvelous half-court player until he 
virtually retired a few seasons back to lead the “ Simon 
Says” games at Grossinger’s resort in the Catskills. 
Charles said he has played half-court in “all the basket­ 
ball capitals of the world,” from Indianapolis to Stock­ 
holm, from Beverly Hills to Brooklyn. He has played sev­ 
eral games a day for at least 200 days a year for 30 years. 
He has a super left-handed set shot, though he does not 
go to his right all that well. 
Half-court basketball is the national game of New York 
City, where Charles was born, reared and still lives and 
plays. The game, as played in New York, has three on a 
side, seven baskets wins, scorers out. (That is, if your 
team makes a basket, you get the ball out again ) Other 
areas have variations on that theme. 
“ The Cousys and McGuires were great half-court play­ 
ers,” said Charles. “ In fact, Bob played the pivot. But 
there were guys as great or even greater who never made 
it in college or the pros. The reason is that half-court is a 
whole different ball game. It’s an individual’s game. First 
guy gets the ball shoots. 
“There were guys who could do all the shticks like 
Cousy, but they couldn’t do it with four other guys. They 
couldn’t work patterns. A guy like Dave Mantz could do 


anything Pete Maravich could do. His problem was that 
he couldn’t make a simple layup. He’d drive in and then 
loop it over his head. He went to college and he was 
throwing full-court, behind-the-back blind passes. One day 
the coach just bid him adieu. But Dave is still unstoppable 
in the California playgrounds. 
“ Another of the great half-courters was a guy named 
Rabbit Walthour. He was up with the Milwaukee Hawks. 
He liked to shoot a running hook without looking from the 
top of the key. He played four games, and was gone. 
Wound up in Sing-Sing. Narcotics. He had to adjust there, 
and became a very good full-court player, I hear. 
“A lot of guys had great reputations as half-courters, but 
some were made on playgrounds where there was a dead 
spot in the backboard. These kings went to another court 
and usually were wiped out. The Mecca of the playgrounds 
in New York was Rockaway Beach, where the McGuire 
brothers played. On a Sunday it was so crowded that if 
you lost you had fifth next—the day was practically shot 
waiting around. 
“ Games were tough at Rockaway. In other places, a de­ 
fensive ace would say, “I held my man to two shots.' At 
Rockaway. someone like Tricky Dick McGuire would say. 
‘I held my man to two passes.’ 
“ I still play because I love it. You never get your name 
in the paper, and I’ve never seen a great half-eourter who 
played for pretty chicks, either, like a lot do in college. 
But you play for within yourself. 
“ And any guy who tells you he doesn’t know how much 
he’s scored in a game is dishonest. He knows. Me, I’ve 
scored over 170,000 points, roughly. And that’s without 
shooting free throws, because you don’t shoot them in half­ 
court. But I’m a terrific free throw shooter, too. I can 
shoot 90 per cent all day. But I know it’s a developed skill 
that’s of no real value.

'A Nation Welded Together. 


By ROBERT WISCHMEYER 
The role of garbage men is as important, 
in one way, to the nation’s health as that 
of doctors. 
And although many Americans feel they 
can do without the Apollo moon rocket and 
its costly technicians, few will deny the 
need for good auto mechanics. 
And many a white-collar executive has 
called a blue-collar plumber late one night 
to ask him to repair a sudden leak. 
And would a lawyer at the bar have 
cases to try if it were not for the police­ 
man in his patrol car making arrests? 
And would we who write editorials ever 
see them in print if many skilled men did 
not turn their hands to machines that 
create the printed page? 
So on this Labor Day weekend, when 
the nation ends its summer respite and be­ 
gins to gear up for the fall and winter 
months, Americans of all professions and 
all skills look at their brothers in office 
and factory to acknowledge that we all 
need each other to make our world go 
around. 
Even those hippie types who cop out of 


the “rat race” and do their thing while 
relying on other men’s labors to provide 
food and shelter must eventually admit 
that although man does not live by bread 
alone he soon finds himself needing it. 
America is a workingman’s nation, a na­ 
tion welded and hammered and dug and 
planted and bolted together in the sweat 
of many brows and the intellect of many 
brains. 
On this Labor Day, we can take note 
of the defects in our free enterprise sys­ 
tem—flaws which have permitted too many 
Americans to live a subpar existence; 
flaws which exclude too many Americans, 
through no fault of their own, from mean­ 
ingful employment within that system; 
flaws which have alienated many of our 
idealistic youths. 
We can resolve that we will remedy 
those flaws—and we must, for they cannot 
be ignored.

Insurance 'Kicker': 


Chance on Lottery 


Some 400 years ago, a fi­ 
nancial wizard named Lo­ 
renzo Tontine d e v i s e d a 
money-raising scheme which 
worked so wonderfully well 
that many of the 17th-cen­ 
tury kings of Europe used it 
to help finance their mili­ 
tary adventures. 
Today you can buy insur­ 
ance policies with a special 
kicker based precisely on 
the Tontine scheme, and the 
salesman’s pitch is that it 
can do for you more or less 
what it did for Lorenzo’s 
b e n e fic ia rie s —put m u c h 
coin of the realm into your 
purse. 
The original “tontines,” as 
they were k n o wn , were 
simply life-expectancy lot­ 
teries. 
You joined a ton­ 
tine by subscribing a cer­ 
tain sum of money, on which 
interest thereafter accumu­ 
lated, courtesy of the royal 
treasury. If you were say, 
32 years old, you and all 
other 32-year-old subscrib­ 
ers made up a tontine. All 
the accumulating i n t e r e s t 
was pooled, year after year. 
When there was one lone 
survivor, after all the other 
members of the tontine had 
died, he got all the accumu­ 
lated interest—which often 
amounted to a very great 
deal of loot. The king did 
even better. He kept all the 
principal. 
A couple of hundred years 
later, when tontines were a 
historical c u r i o s i t y , the 
American insurance industry 
revived the idea in the 19th 
century. As before, it was 
a roaring success—until the 
Armstrong C o m m i t t e e 
report, in 1906, knocked it in 
the head as one side effect 
of a major i n s u r a n c e 
scandal. 


Most states adopted leg­ 
islation banning tontines— 
but you can’t keep a good 
man like Lorenzo down, and 
50 years later his scheme 
was b a c k in a variation 
known a m o n g insurance 
people as the “semitontine.”

For the insurance - buying 
public, it’s dressed up in dig­ 
nified names, such as the 
“ survivorship bonus plan” 
or “d e f e r r e d dividend” 
policy. 


As 
of yore, 
you 
don’t 
collect your interest (read 
“dividends” ) 
e a c h year. 
They are pooled, instead, in 
your semitontine, while pass­ 
ing time 
eliminates 
your 
fellow subscribers—through 
lapsed policies or death—and 
at last, if you survive long 
enough, you collect a “ sur­ 
vivorship bonus.” 


The semitontine is one of 
several types of razzle-dazzle 
insurance lumped together 
under the name of “specialty 
policies.” T h e i r common 
characteristic is that they 
offer you (supposedly) a way 
of making money on your in­ 
surance. 


The National Association 
of Life Underwriters, whose 
members take a professional 
approach to the selling of in­ 
surance, has for years lob­ 
bied for adequate legislative 
and administrative control 
over sale of the so-called 
specialty policies. 


Two outstanding l e g a l 
authorities on specialty poli­ 
cies, Spencer I. Kimball and 
Jon S. Hanson, have com­ 
mented on the characteristic 
sales talk, designed to “give 
the prospect the impression 
that he is b u y i n g into a 
profit - making 
opportunity 


FUNNY BUSINESS 
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rather than merely purchas 
mg insurance.” 
Any policy onto which ; 
“profit-sharing” feature ha 
been tacked, they write, “ i 
especially susceptible to pos 
sible misrepresentation.” A 
for the semitontine in partic 
ular, they note that it “i 
sometimes called the ‘cra| 
shooter’ policy by its oppor 
ents.” They describe it a 
“a high-cost p o l i c y wit 
certain a d d e d speculativ 
possibilities to make it ai 
pealing.” 


If you want to make bool 
that you can outlast th 
other policyholders, mayb 
this is a policy for you. Bn 
not one family in 500, prol 
ably, has all the insuranc 
protection that, ideally, i 
s h o u l d have. 
Insuranc 
money shouldn’t be used ft; 
buying into lotteries.

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The public threat 


Most Americans wholeheartedly support the ef fort to 
preserve as much 
as possible of this country’s open 
spaces and wilderness areas, tor themselves and for 
future generations. 
Others of us seem constitutionally unable to stand the 
sight of unspoiled nature. 
These are not the strip miners, the pesticide dumpers, 
the marsh drainers and dam builders, those who are the 
usual targets of conservationists. They are ordinary 
people who go to public parks and similar places set 
aside for the enjoyment of all and do their best to turn 
them into outdoor slums. 
“ Outdoor slums“ was how Daniel A. Poole, president 
of the Wildlife Management Institute, described the 
situation to the Senate Public Lands Subcommittee the 
other day. He was testifying in support of a bill 
introduced by Sen. Henry M. Jackson. D-Wash.. which 
would beef up the powers of the Bureau of Public Land 
Management, 
the 
federal 
agency 
charged 
with 
maintaining more than 450 million acres of public lands. 
Daily violations on public lands cited by Poole include 
dumping 
of 
garbage, 
driving 
motorcycles 
in 
unauthorized 
areas, 
stealing 
equipment 
from 
campgrounds, burning vegetation, littering, digging up 


plants and fossil specimens, stealing Christmas trees, 
the dangerous use of firearms and various acts of 
vandalism. 
A big aid to the vandal in recent years has been that 
handy gadget, the aerosol bomb. With a few cans of 
spray paint, a determined desecrator can leave his more 
or less permanent mark over a much wider area than he 
was formerly able to. 
So little authority do bureau employes have, claims 
Poole, that if one catches a vandal in the act of breaking 
up a picnic table, for instance, all he can do is ask him to 
stop. He cannot make an arrest. In those infrequent 
instances when convictions are obtained, fines are light 
Besides more law enforcement authority, the bureau 
also needs more money and manpower to maintain 
decent recreation areas, with good water, sanitation and 
other public health safeguards 
By all means, the big industrial despoilers must be 
checked. But just as it is individual Americans in their 
millions who are the major sources of pollution in our 
crowded areas, so it is careless and selfish individuals in 
their few or many thousands who are the real threat to 
our open spaces. 
They should be stepped on.

Washington calling by Marquis Childs 
Hope and gloom 


WASHINGTON — The talks going 
on in Vienna, looking to a limitation 
on 
strategic 
arms 
(SALT) 
in 
agreement with the Soviet Union, 
could conclude in late summer with 
a bold and yet limited gesture on 
defensive missiles. This would be a 
demonstration — a demonstration of 
brutal political power — calculated 
to enhance the Nixon administration 
on the eve of the Congressional 
elections. 
But it those presently master­ 
minding the Vienna talks have 
their way it will not turn out like 
that. 
The 
brutal 
political demonstra­ 
tion 
will 
be 
put 
aside in the hope of 
eventuallv 
achiev-

The Vienna round will close, if 
events go as currently foreseen, 
with a broad statement that the two 
sides are on the verge of agreeing to 
agree, with no specifics written out. 
Then when the talks resume some 
time in the fall in Helsinki the tough 
task ol bargaining on numbers of 
ot tensive missiles will begin, just 
before Christmas and — this is a 
remoter hope — a comprehensive 
agreement could adorn the world’s 
Christmas tree. 
Now, in this administration events 
do 
not 
always 
go 
as 
the 
masterminds wish. 
The matters 
being 
deal; 
with are incredibly 
complex, the hope for agreement 
infinitely more difficult and far- 
reaching than the limited test ban or 
the 
nuclear 
non-proliferation 
treaties. The stratosphere in which 
the 
scientilic-technical-political 
debates goes on 
— 
in Vienna, 
Washington 
and 
undoubtedly 
Moscow as well 
is far above the 
comprehension of all but a few 
scientists and specialists in nuclear 
arms. 
But one thing should be clear to 
the most elementary mind. If the 
SALT talks end in failure the cost of 
the arms burden will grow by many 
billions of dollars, with less and less 
of the federal budget left for the 
desperate 
domestic 
needs 
of a 
society in bad trouble. 
Just ahead is a profound political 
split with an important bearing on 
the 
negoiation 
in 
Vienna. 
The 
military 
appropriations 
bill 
up 
before the Senate contains $19.2 
billion lor Safeguard Phase II of the 
antiballistic missile system. The 
masterminds 
say 
this 
must 
be 
approved because it is a bargaining 
counter on the table at Vienna. 
\ powerful bloc in the Senate 
made up ot both Democrats and 
Republicans is determined to knock 
it out The reason is put in the most 
rudimentary 
form 
by 
Majority 
Leader Mike Mansfield: Because it 
won't work. 
A large body ot scientific opinion, 
including the science advisors to 
both Democratic and Republican 
presidents, holds that as presently 
conceived, based on a giant warning 
radar 
of 
dubious 
reliability, 
safeguard simply could not function 
against incoming missiles and the 
decoys meant to baffle the radar. 
Since the Russians have access to 
tins scientific opinion, what is the 
ood ot 
a bargaining ship that 
doesn t work'1 
The administration has its own 
witnesses insisting to the contrary. 
lh<‘ case for keeping safeguard 
Phase II. adding four other missile 
sites to the two presently being 
developed, is roughly as follows: 
We are « lose to an agreement on 
defensive missiles in Vienna — a 
limitation 
to 
the 
protection 
of 
Moscow and Washington 
but if the 
Senate eliminates Safeguard the 
Soviets will have no reason to sign 
up for a standstill. They will have 
been given a tree ride regardless of 


the 
argument 
over 
whether 
Safeguard provides a guaranteed 
tunctional defense against incoming 
missiles. 
The decision to hold off on ABM 
agreement, if indeed it is a firm 
decision, is not wholly related to 
forgoing the advantages of a 10 
stroke 
on 
election 
eve. 
The 
conviction of the masterminds is 
that 
without 
a 
comprehensive 
agreement, covering offensive as 
well as defensive missiles, both 
sides would begin to beef up the 
offensive. 
The 
pace 
of 
Soviet 
development of the blockbuster 25 
megaon SS-9S has 
been repeatedly 
cited as cause for an expanded 
Safeguard system. 
The senate debate is likely to go 
on 
longer 
than 
anyone 
has 
anticipated. The administration is 
currently confident that the votes 
are there for approval and by a 
wider margin than last year when 
Phase I sneaked through by a single 
vote. But at the same time those 


who 
express this confidence add 
wryly that they were also confident 
that 
they 
had 
the 
votes 
for 
confirmation of G. Harrold Carswell 
to the Supreme Court. 
The cycle is a curious one in this 
quiescent season when most people 
are 
thinking 
about 
beaches, 
mountains, 
vacations. 
At 
one 
periphery is the conference table at 
Vienna, where week after week the 
dialogue continues behind a curtain 
of secrecy with only the most 
generalized hints about progress 
and businesslike exchanges. At the 
other extreme is the Senate of the 
United States, where honest men 
contend pro and con in debate open 
to the world over Safeguard. 


The outcome will say a lot about 
the fate not of one nation or the 
other but of mankind itself. That is 
the 
tar reach of 
a contest fought 
out hall in darkness, halt in light.

Immaturity 


W A S H I N G T O N 
( N E A ) 
— 
Americans 
hate 
to 
be 
called 
immature — but they are. It you 
listen hard while you’re in Europe, 
you'll realize it, even though it isn't 
easy to accept. 
I can say this without giving away 
any tree points to the British, the 
Germans, the French, the Italians 
or any of their smaller neighbors. 
After all it was they, not we, who 
stumbled 
into 
two 
catastrophic 
world wars despite their ages and 
ages of political and diplomatic 
experience. 
But our once - 
secure 
physical 
isolation 
and 
our 
growing pains kept 
us apart from them 
until, twice, we sawr 
our 
free 
friends 
* 
going 
down 
and 
# 
lunged 
over 
the 
ocean to save them. 
The trouble with being young (and 
some ot the wonder» is that it makes 
you, as a nation or an individual, 
terribly impatient. By the time we 
had 1 ought World War II, we had 
elevated 
impatience 
to 
a 
high 
science. Now some ot our young are 
very busy giving it a bad name. 
So here we are, a generation later, 
one ot the two military giants on 
earth and an economic colossus that 
scares 
(or 
angers) 
practically 
everybody.The marvel is that people 
like the Japanese in Asia and the 
Germans in Europe have the will to 
contest us in the world market, but 
they do. 
We are so big in our influence that 
the Europeans can’t help importing 
not only our goods but virtually 
everything else we have and do 
including our student revolts. 
But 
for 
all 
their 
feeling 
ot 
engulfment, and it is most critical in 
the technological field, they have 
some things we haven’t got, things 
that come f rom the wisdom of time. 
There 
is 
more 
- 
reasoned, 
sophisticated debate to be heard in 
Europe than in most U.S. university 
complexes and in that enclave of the 
self - congratulatory intellectual 
elite, New York City. 
I remember a conversation in a 
small Austrian town. Hardly any 
U.S. town of comparable size and 
remoteness is likely to nourish talk 
ot equal sophistication. Most of our 
student shouts today sound like 
mewlings 
from 
the 
crib 
by 
comparison 
M o re 
r e c e n tly , 
I 
heat'd 
moderately 
well-educated 
West 
Germans 
out 
- 
argue 
fairly 
experienced adult Americans by 
wide margins. 
Even as they copy our affluence, 


tearing some of its effects all the 
while, the Europeans most often 
still outdo us m grace of living and 
somehow 
maintain 
a 
dogged 
stability rooted in the best of their 
history. 
They cling to the forms of strong 
religion even it the substance has 
diminished 
and look longingly, 
but especially toward us, for some 
new uplifting vision. 


Because 
they 
adopted 
major 
social legislation 30 to 50 years 
earlier then we. they mostly have it 
working well 
(Germany’s health 
insurance program is the world’s 
best). They are building affluence 
on this base. 
Returning to America, one can 
only gaze with heightened horror at 
the mess we seem to make of 
welfare, 
racial 
problems, 
urban 
areas (slums are lew in Eruope and 
town-planning 
far 
advanced) 
Europe's superhighways are far 
better marked than ours. 


1 his is the era of the developing 
global economy, dominated right 
now 
by us. Our friends abroad 
recognize it and are getting in on it. 
It we can give them a bigger piece 
of 
the 
action, 
and 
of 
the 
technological moves that underlie 
it, we may get the whole world onto 
a better upward course 
Bigness 
like 
outs 
is 
always 
resented Yet disappointment in us 
is a better word tor this moment in 
history. The tough - tibered 
in 
Europe, with ail respect to our 
talents and energies, don't see us as 
hard workers. I think they are right 
We talk a big game. We paint a lot of 
placards. But we don’t put out when 
it 
comes 
to 
real, 
grubbv, 
unglamorous 
work 
that 
spells 
genuine advance and renewal. 


We have used impatience as a 
noble alibi long enough. And we 
have gone too long 
letting our 
informed 
youth prance in the 
robes of idealism without getting 
down to cases. Europe, the whole 
world, wails for harder effort from 
Americans 
and a new spirit 
dignifying to men who have lost so 
much in this century ol conflict.
